Mr.  Chairmarij  Ladies  and  Gentlemenj 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1950. 

The  Birth  Rate  at  13.83  per  thousand  population 
is  very  little  less  than  last  year  (14.16) 

This  year  the  Registrar-^General  has  resumed  the 
practice  of  giving  a Comparability  Factor  for  the  Birth 
RatCj  so  that  the  rate  for  Brixham  can  be  better  comparable 
with  the  Rate  in  other  areas  according  to  sfex  and  age 
distribution.  The  factor  is  1,10  which  gives  a corrected 
Birth  Rate  of  l5c21o  The  Standardised  Death  Rate  is 
10,56  per  thousand  population. 

The  year  was  generally  healthy  and  there  were  few 
cases  of  infectious  disease,  Brixham  was  fortunate  in 
having  only  three  cases  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis,  despite 
this  disease  having  reached  epidemic  proportions  in  the 
Country  as  a whole. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  was  completed  in  119  infants 
under  4 years  of  age,  and  reinforcing  protective  doses 
given  to  198  older  children. 

No  action  was  required  under  Section  47  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act  of  1948.
